PRESENT CONTEST. 

In spite of the bitterness of 
the present contest in Berlin, 
there is not the slightest reason 
to belleve that it will result in 
anything remotely approaching 
revolution, or in any diminution 
of Germany's milita power. 
The crisis probably will lead to 
internal reforms, which, from 
the point of view of Germany, 
will seem colossal, but will be, 
in truth, only the first steps to- 
wards making the German peo- 
pte masters of their own des- 
t ny. 

The most that can be expect- 
ed to result from the crisis in 
the near future is, first, aboli- 
tion of the Prussian three-class 
voting system and the establish- 
ment of equal manhood suf- 
frage; second, a demand by the 
Reichstag that the vernment 
should declare its adherence to 
the so-called war programme of 
August 4, 1914, which stated

As a result, ir the 
words of one of Germany's fore- 
most statesmen: 

“The military authorities do 
as they please and leave the 
civil authorities to come along 
behind and apologise.” 

Until the -e of Germany 
contro! their Chancellor and 
through him control their field 
marshal, no mere reform of 
electoral laws will make them 
masters of their fate. There- 
fore, unless the present crisis 
develops far beyond itg present 
scope, it will not begin to make 
Germany a democratic nation. 

Similarly the passage by the 
Reichstag of a resolution de- 
mending that the government 
declare its adherence to the .

The report also 
included .the statement that great 
quantities of tomatoes, corn and fish 
packed in the State had been requi- 
sitioned for government use, those 
commodities being deemed of great- 
est food value.

The tuna and albacore packing 
season is now in full swing. The 
combined Long Beach and Los An- 
geles Harbor fleet is operating in 
San Diego waters. Tenders of the 
fieet make dally trips from the 
south with fish. In the past two 
days more than 260 tons have been 
distributed to the canners of Long 
Beach and San Pedro.

SURVEYS WILL: START AT 
FOR NEW IRRIGATION SCHEME. 


In Imperial Valley. 


‘ONCE 


HE signing of a contract 
Wednesday by Secretary of the 
Interior Lane whereby the 
United States Reclamation Service, 
the Imperial Laguna Canal Com- 
pany and the State of California 
each agree to pay one-third of the 
expense for a preliminary survey of 
the lands lying east of the high-line 
ditch in Imperial Valley alcng a 
strip extending from Imperial Junc- 
tion on the north, south to the Mex- 
ican line, and embracing approxi- 
mately 200,000 acres, is the initial 
step in what it is claimed will be 
one of the largest irrigation proj- 
ects undertaken in the valley since 
its opening to settlement. If the 
project is carried through it will 
entall an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $25,000,000. The survey will 
begin at once. 

The plan is to tap the Colorado 
River at a point near the Laguna 
dam, and bring the water through 
in an all-American canal to a point 
west of the sand hilis that form 
the eastern edge of the great val- 
ley, and from thence to distribute 
it over the. present dry area that 


| needs only the life-giving touch of 


water to make it & garden spot. 


If, when the survey ts completed 
the plan is found feasible, steps 
will be taken to form an irrigation 
district under the Wright Act, and 
after the usual formalities of come. | 
plying with the provisions of the 
law are completed, the district will 
be bonded for the funds to carry 
the project to completion. 

The possibility of bringing water 
from the Colorado River into Im- 
perial Valley by an all-American 
route has been discussed for years 
and several attempts have been 
made to bring the project to a head. 
It was deciared to be feasible as 
early as 1905, and a suggestion that 
it be carried out was made in a 
paper prepared by the United States 
government and circulated as a pub- 
lic document in the form of a his- 
tory of irrigation in the Imperial 
Valley. 

The project will entall the boring 
of a tunnel which will have to be 
lined with concrete through the low 
range of sand hills that Ne along 
the eastern edge of the valley. run- 
ning northwest and southeast. That 
thie will entail the solving of some 
dificult engineering problems is the

BY PRESIDENT SHOUP. 


The following statement on the 
proposed plan was made by Prest- 
dent Shoup of the Pacific Electric: 

“The Salt Lake and Southern Pa- 
cific yesterday reached the point of 
an agreement, which, subject to the 
approval of the State Railroad Com- 
mission and the city of Los Ange- 
les, will revolutionize the railroad 
terminal situation in Los Angeles. 


“It involves the most sweeping and 
far-reaching changes in the rail- 
read terminals ever made in any 
city in the West, and, In carrying 
out the plan, several millions dol- 
lars will be expended. Briefly the 
Plan involves an interchange of fa- 
cilities between the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Salt Lake, whereby 
Alameda street will be relieved from 
Southern Pacific trains, reducing the 
service to that necessary for switch- 
ing. The Salt Lake, which now has 
its passenger station on the east side 
of the river, will secure the use of 
the new Southern Pacific passenger 
station facilities and the Pacific 
Electric will have an open way, 
when it is able to avail itself of it, 
for an elevated road, continuing the 
present structure from its Main- 
street station across the river to a 
connection with its private right-of- 
way at Anderson and Aliso streets. 
Thus, in one plan, nearly all of the 
grade-crossing problem is solved 
where it is acute, and, with co-op- 
eration on the part of the city, the 
two or three remaining grade cross- 
ings, In the area affected, can be 
eliminated at moderate expense. 

“This plan, if approved by the 
Rallroad Commission and the city, 
practically eliminates the possibility 
of the city having to spend a very 
large sum of money in connection 
with the grade separation problem. 

“Yesterday morning President 
Conwell of the Council Introduced a 
resolution inviting the presidents of 
the Southern Pacific, Salt Lake, Un- 
ion Pacific, Pacific Electric and their 
associates to present their views on 
the grade-crossing problem before 
the City Council at 2:30 o'clock In 
the afternoon, Mr. Conwell having 
learned that they were all in the 
city and that there had been more 
or less discussion of the passenger- 
station and grade-crossing problem 
among them. At the conference 
which followed between the Council, 
the Mayor and the boards interested, 
the plans were fully explained, the 
essential features being as follows: 

“The Salt Lake will use the South- 
ern Pacific's new passenger station 
at the foot of Fifth street, ite trains 
arriving and departing by an elevat- 
ed road across the Los Angeles Riv- 
er in the vicinity of Sixth street, 
connecting with the Salt Lake right- 
of-way on the east side of the river. 


MANY CHANGES. 


“The Southern Pacific passenger 
and freight trains will use the same 
elevated, the former to reach the 
passenger station and the latter to 
reach a new freight station to be es- 
tablished on the Los Angeles Public 
Market Company property, the mar- 
ket moving to the new Los Angeles 
Union Terminal. The Southern Pa- 
cific trains to and from Orange 
county, Long Beach and Los Ange- 
les Harbor will leave the Alameda- 
street line at Butte street, near 
Twentieth street, and cross over the 
river, utilizing the Salt Lake rights- 


~ 


of-way east of the river. Southern 


Pacific passenger trains to and from 
the north and east by connection at 
Alhambra avenue and by a connec- 
tion north of the present bridge over 
the Los Angeles Kiver will use the 
Salt Lake +Company's right-of-way 
east of the river. Such freight 
trains as do not come through the 
city will, of course, terminate as at 
present at River Station. The oth- 
ers moving over the connections not- 
ed and the Salt Lake right-of-way. 
Additional tracks as neceswary are 
to be constructed on the Salt Lake 
property on the east side. 

“When it becomes desirable so to 
arrange, the coach yards and com- 
missary departments of the South- 
ern Pacific will be removed from 
their present location at Eighth 
street and Alameda street, to a joint 
location with the Salt Lake on the 
latter's property lying between First 
and Seventh streets on the east side 
of the river. 

“On the new joint line east of the 
river there will be no grade cross- 
ings from Ninth street to Aliso street, 
except that the Salt Lake for some 
freight traffic wili necessarily con- 
tinue to cross Seventh street at 
grade, though a large part of the 
present business will terminate at 
the new freight terminal of the Salt 

® near Ninth and Alameda 
streets, this reducing the movement 
very materially, while all passenger 
trains and Southern Pacific freight 
trains on the east side will use the 
eleyated over Seventh street.

“Agreement between the Southern 
Pacific the Salt Lake provides 
for the by Pacific Electric of 
the rights of way from a point near 
the Southern Pacific station across 
the river and thence over the Salt 
Lake rights of way to the Pacific 
Electric's private right of way near 
Aliso street. The Pacific Electric, 
when justified, will thus be in post- 
tion to build an elevated structure 
to connect with the steam lines’ joint 
rights of way and thus reach its 
own private right of way from Sixth 
and Main streets without a single 
grade crossing, and at the same time 
be put in position to connect with 
its four-track Long Beach line's 
private right of way at Seventh 
street. It is said that with this plan 
carried out, trains can be operated 
between the heart of Pasadena and 
the heart of Los Angeles, if no stops, 
in twenty-five minutes, and with 
such added time only as is neces- 
sary to take care of stops. There 
would be a corresponding reduction 
In time to all other cities and towns 
on the northern and eastern divisions 
of the Pacific Electric and there 
would also be a very considerable 
reduction of time on the Long Beach, 
San Pedro and Orange county lines. 

“The Southern Pacific will adapt 
the present market buildings to 
freizht-station purposes. they being 
admirably suited to that purpose 
with a few changes.

Railroad Commission Starts 


Statewide Investigation; 
First Hearing Here. 


Rates and regulations of 
passenger and freight jitney 
bus lines in California will be 
investigated immediately by 
the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, on its own initiative, the 
commission announced at San 
Francisco yesterday. 

The first hearing will be 
held here the 25th inst., with 
the commission sitting en 
banc, and this will be followed 
by a hearing at San Francisco 
August 

That all interested parties 
may be represented, the com- 
mission has sent notices to all 
jitney and auto-truck operators 
subject to its jurisdiction, and 
to railroads, boards of Super- 
visors and city councils. 

Rules to be made by the 
commission will cover tariffs, 
time schedules, quality of 
service and bonds.

NEEDS OF OUR TRANSPORTA- 
TION SYSTEM. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
suspended the 15-per-cent. increase in rail- 
road rates until October 28. In the mean- 
time from month to month the statistical 
position of the roads is to be watched, and 
if in October the commission finds ft justt- 
fied it will then meet the situation by fur 
ther relief. ‘ 

The Bache Review sarcastically criticises 
this action. It says: “It is like declining 
to administer a sure remedy to a dying pa- 
tient, and instead taking his pulse for a 
week or so to see whether he is really 
liable to die before deciding to cure him.” 

Commissioner Harlan, in more formal 
phrase, appears to agree with the Bache Re- 
view. In a separate opinion he says: 

“This month-tomonth and purely-statis 
tical view of the matter seems to me to be 
wholly tnadequate. Nor do I regard that 
course as altogether safe. We are facing 
a much larger problem, and it must be ap- 
proached in a much broader way if we are 
to reach a sound solution. The wisdom of 
deferring full relief is not apparent to me.” 

What the country as a whole needs is

This enlargement 
of our facilities is not required merely to 
meet the exigencies growing out of the 
war, but to keep our transportation facili- 
ties up to the measure of the country’s 
growing volume of business.

A French officer—Gen. Malleterre—has 
published a pamphlet on “The Danger of 
Peace” in which he declares that the for. 
mula, “no annexation and no indemnities,” 
can never be made to mean anything else 
than “no conqueror and no conquered.” + 

The military situation, according to Gen. 
Malleterre, “is such as to make it very easily 
understood that it is to Germany's supreme 
fnterest that a colorless peace should be 
arrived at which would enable her to re 
constitute her forces with an eye to the 
future.” | 

There is no doubt that she would do it 


more rapidly than her adversaries, since 


she has not suffered from invasion and has 
preserved all her economic reserves. It 
would only be a question of time before 
she would once more attempt to realize her 


Gen. Malleterre lays stress on the neces- 
sity of forever keeping in mind the map 
of the world when considering the causes 
and aims of this war. To lose sight of the 
ensemble of the present situation is to lose 
a definite and clear sense of the conse 
quences which would follow victory or de 
feat. 

“The war map-and the blockade” con- 
tinues Gen. Malieterre, ‘cover the military 
situation. It is the war map which sus- 


tains the pride of the political and military. 


leaders of Germany, as well as the firm 
attitude of the German people. The war 
map is the result of the strategical surprise 
of August, 1914, and of the Allies’ inferior 
military preparation. The advantage is but 
an apparent one at the present time, for 
everything points to the fact that the Ger- 
mans are henceforth driven to a defensive 


‘action and that they are incapable of a 


great and victorious offensive. Apart from 
the offensive directed against Rumania and 
which succeeded for reasons which are now 
well known, Hindenburg has not been able 
to realive any of the great schemes which 
were attributed to him.’ On the western 
front the superiority of the Allies is incon- 
testably shown, but final results can only 
be obtained when the Russian armies, hav- 
ing recovered their former capacity for of- 
fensive action, oblige Hindchburge to meet 
simultaneous attacks on all the fronts.” 
The blockade of Germany !s increasing in 
severity and now includes neutral ports, 
and the entrance of the United States into 
the war has closed docks which were for 
merly available. The submarine warfare 
is Germany's supreme effort, but her ex- 
pectations will not be realized. The sub- 
marines are terrible weapons, but they have 
their limits both In the factories which turn 
them out and in the capacity of the adver 
sary to find means of counteracting and 
preventing their effects. If Germany had 
made use of 300 submarines of the present 
type at the beginning of the war she might 
have become mistress of the seas, remarks 


Gen. Malleterre, and, he adds, the subma 
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rine lesson is one not to be forgotten by the 
Allies at the time when the peace condi- 
tions are drawn up. Should a fresh war 
occur, no matter how many years hence, it 
would be a war carried on in the air and 
under the seas. Germany will remember 
that and witli act accordingly, if she is given 
the time and the means to do so. 

A premature peace would be a mistake, 
for the signs of weakness which would pre 
cede failure are all on the side of the Cen- 


. tral Empires. The scheme for the enslave 


ment of Europe has falled, the Zeppelins 
have failed, the submarines are falling to 
bring about the decisive results looked for 
by the German people, and during the tm- 
placable struggle Germany has seen the an- 
ger aroused of those states which had at 
first remained neutral in the struggle. Even 
those who have been most in sympathy 
with her successively lift their voices in 
protest against the abominable practices to 
which the Hohenzollern government has re 
course, while they await the time when 
they, too, will join the ranks of the bellig- 
erents. It is, in fact, a world coalition 
against a mad and a blind Germany incapa- 
ble of understanding and of owning her 
crime. 


eye AND STRIKES. 


The benevolent Socialism of some of 


the original projectors of that folly was 
a Utopian dream of brotherly love. Be 
tween it and the rapacious and selfish So- 
clalism of Marx and Proudhon and Emma 
Goldman and Sam Gompers there is a chasm 
in comparison with which the grand chasm 
of the Colorado is the size of a post hole. 

The doctrine of latter-day Socialism is 
that only the hand workers are entitled to 
receive any portion of the profits of their 
industry and to own the instruments of 
production; they hold that all private prop- 
erty—except that which they themselves 
possess—is robbery; and they look upon 
all government as tyrannical and capitalis- 
tic, and aj! participation in political affairs 
as foolish 

It is often said that Socialism is the re 
ligion of the proletariat, and the general 
strike is the religion of Socialism. Accord- 
ing to their creed any strike, at any time, 
for any reason, is a desirable thing—better 
than no strike at all—for it engenders class 
hatred and causes the employers to lose 
money and inconveniences the public; and 
these things'they say are “all to the good” 
in hastening the day of the industria] mil- 
lennium. 

The logic in this proposition fails in that 
it does not recognize that in most instances 
labor loses by a strike as much as capital 
or more than capital. Capital loses by a 
strike the profits it might have made and 
the interest on the money invested tn its 
plant, but labor loses its entire wares. 
There are few manufacturing businesses in 
which the employer makes 100 per cent. 
profit on the wages of his employees. Is 
it not true that most strikes have been a 
financial loss to the striker? 

Take the case of a strike for an eight- 
hour day, for instance. The worker has 
been working ten hours for $3 per day. He 
demands the same wages for eight hours 
and strikes because his demand is not grant- 
ed. He remains out sixty days, when the 
employer yields to his demand. The net 
result to the worker ts that he has pald 
$1.50 per hour for the privilege of being 
idie for 120 hours. The labor-union lead- 
ers are planning a strike here. The votere 
of Redondo have, by a nearly unanimous 
vote, secured a contract with the Jessemere 
Construction Company that will result in 
the expenditure of over $4,000,000 at Re. 
dondp for harbor improvements. Among

ELP FOR HOUSEWIVES. 

Of government paternaliem in the 
shape of endless regulation the men of this 
country have had enough and to spare. The 
hope remains, however, that at the end of 
the war we shall do a little unregulating. 

The latest move of government depart- 
ments, indeed, promises a happier depar- 
ture. This move has taken the form of bul- 
letizis of instruction for housewives in the 
conservation of food supplies and in other 
operations connected with getting the maxi- 
mum food value out of the things we eat. 
Nor is this work intrusted to greenhorns, 
but emanates from specialists and experts. 

The best of it is that the housewives of 
the country will welcome this government 
maternalism as heartily as the genus mas- 
culine despises paternalistic interference. 
Better methods for canning and preserving 
fruits and vegetables, lists of small me- 
chanical contrivances for preparing raw ma- 
terials at home, methods for drying pota- 
toes, various manners in which waste can 
} be eliminated and domestic economy pro- 
moted—the government has been giving 
time and gttention to these matters. Noth- 
ing but good can come to everyone con- 
cerned from this homely maternalism. 

We heartily commend food regulation 
when it takes this form, in preference to 
an arbitrary interference with the laws of 
supply and demand. For it is indisputable 
that poverty in preparation and extrava- 
gance in serving have been the main han- 
dicap that stpply has had to meet in run-~ 
ning the present race with demand. Wash- 
ington can do nothing more beneficial for 
the country than the spreading of its spe- 
clalized food knowledge among the homes 
of all Americans. 

So if the stress of war brings the whole 
nation an era of better cooking and more 
careful housekeeping, our sacrifices wil! not 
have been in vain. A letup in the pro- 
gramme of artificial price-fixing should, 
however, accompany the new crusade. A 
basketful of maternalistic instruction is 
worth a whole carload of paternalistic med- 
dle-muddling.

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KILLING OFF

What Bullets Sound Like. 


BY EDWARD C. CROSSMAN. 


HREE sounds were those that 
come to the ears of soldiers in 
modern fighting, when artillery 
does not add its uproar to the oc- 
casion. 

The dull, heavy reports from far 
to the rear, always coming some 
time after the high, crashing re- 
ports began, were the reports of 
the rifles themselves, the powder 
gases rushing violently out into 
the air after the bullet. 

The high, sharp, whip-like crash- 
es were made by the bullets them- 
selves in flight, and they are al- 
ways present when high-speed bul- 
lets pass, save at the very long 
ranges. 

Never do modern rifle bullets 
howl, or hiss, or hum when they 
travel normally; that is, without 
striking any object upon which 
they may glance. At the very long 
ranges, 1500 to’2000 yards, they 
may hum like bees as they pass, 
but the sound comes from the un- 
steady, staggering flight, and it is 
not audible a tenth the distance 
one can hear the crash of the bul- 
let at normal fighting ranges. 

At 300 yards the sound of the 
bullet and the sound of the rifle 
are clearly distinguishable when 
but one or two shots are fired. At 
400 yards the sound is still more 
plainly separated, and it continues 
to separate until the range of 800 
yards or so is reached. Then the 
two sounds commence to come 
more nearly together, until at 1700 
yards the crash of the bullet and 
the far-off report of the rifle again 
come as one—provided the sound 
of the rifle can be heard at all, 
which is doubtful. 


The crash is made by a vacuum 
formed in the rear of the fast-flying 
bullet, and at any distance more 
than 100 yards it is far louder to 
the person shot at than the noise 
of the rifle itself. 


The soldier fired at and just 
missed, at 300 yards, hears two 
distinct sounds. Phonetically in 
type, they are this, ‘‘Pack—punk!’’ 
The first one of the pair is an ear- 
splitting crash. It is sharper even 
than the crack of a well-handled 
whip, at the short ranges; it is not 
unlike the crash of a stone thrown 
through a heavy and wide piece of 
plate glass. The sound of the 
rifle, coming hard on the heels of 
the sound of the bullet, is dull, and 
heavy, and almost muffled. 

As the range grows ionger, the 
bullet loses in volume of sound, it 
grows less painful to the ear, but 
still the clear, clean, sharp crash 
‘persists. At 1000 yards the inter- 
val between the two sounds is so 
noticeable that one can speak after 
the bullet passes before the report 
of the rifle arrives. 

The difference in arriving time 
is due, of course, to the fact that 
the bullet covers the distance in 
far shorter time than sound, which 
travels at the uniform speed of 
1100 feet per second. 

At 1000 yards, for. example, the 
bullet arrives 1.86 seconds after 
it leaves the muzzie of the United 
States Army rifle. The bullet thus 
covered the distance at the aver- 
age rate of about 1600 feet per 
second. Sound, traveling at the 
rate of 1100 feet per second, 
takes 2.7 seconds to cover the dis- 
tance, and the noise of the rifle 
therefore arrives roughly a second 
behind the bullet itself. So the 
two sounds are entirely and per- 
ceptibly separate at this range. 

At 300 yards the bullet takes 
.384 of a second for the trip, and 
sound takes .82 of a second, so 
there is a difference of a half-sec- 
ond between the two reports. 

In trench firing, much of which 
is at short range, the short dis- 
tance the rifles are away from the 
opposing side would make the 
noise of the bullets indistinguish- 
able from the roar of the rifles, 
but, at that, the din is far greater 
than it would be did the rifles fire 


very low-velocity bullets, because 
low-velocity bullets make no crash- 
ing noise. 

The vacuum formed by the high- 
speed bullet is not sufficient, in 
the case of the bullet having a 
muzzle speed of 1200 or 1300 feet 
seconds to make the crashing 
noise. In theory, then, the high- 
speed bullets of modern rifies 
should not make a sound when they 
fall to the before-mentioned speed, 
which means a range of 800 or 900 
yards, but, as a matter of fact, they 
do, and the fact is evidently due 
to the failure of the bullet to drop 
its vacuum when it falls consider- 
ably in speed, although if it started 
with the same low speed to which 
it had fallen it would not make the 
characteristic noise.

Unhappily, unless the rifles are 
those of ancient breed, having ve- 
locities about like those of the oid 
-45-70 black - powder Springfieid 
of indian-fighting days, the crash 
of the bullet so far drowns out the 
noise of the rifle that the person 
shot at would not notice whether 
or not the sound of the rifle came 
to him. The vicious crash. of the 
passing builet is ample to serve 
notice that things are picking up 
in His vicinity. The silencer does 
not-affect the sound of the bullet. 

The same fact applies to game 
shooting with high-velocity rifles; 
unless the arm is an arm of ancient 
persuasion, the game is amply 
frightened by the row of the bul- 
let itself. 

Outside the roar and crash of 
artillery fire; the position of a dé- 
tachment of troops, attacked Dy 
heavy rifle fire, is. a hell Of ear- 
splitting crashes of passing bul- 
lets and fiendish howls of those 
glancing from the ground short of 
the position, to say nothing of the 
crash of their own rifles in the re- 
turn fire. 


ing When to Quit. 

Almost any kind of a fool can 
start something. But it takes 
peculiar perspicacity to know when 
to quit. And how to quit. 

Whether it is a great war, started 
so auspiciously by Kaiser Wilhelm, 
or merely taking leave of one’s 
hostess at a party; whether it is 
drinking or smoking, or merely 
knitting wash rags for soldiers, 
quitting at the right moment in the 
right way is the supreme test of 
knowledge. 

We all know the visitor who starts 
saying good-by in the back parlor 
at 10 p.m. and is still trying to say 
it on the doorstep. at half-past 
eleven. Some people never learn 
when and how to go. One of the 
rea! tests of polite society is that 
little ability to take leave with 
finesse and promptitude at the psy- 
chological moment—and go. 

It was old Dr. Johnson who said, 
‘*‘Do what you like but nothing in 
excess.’’ Exactly. Overdoing 
things is the source of all our vice. 
Eating, drinking, smoking, danc- 
ing, sleeping, nay, even prayer 
itself, are vices only when they are 
overdone. 

The successful business men, 
our great industrial magnates, are 
those who have the strength of 
character to cut their loss, to know 
when to get out, who sense when 
the market Is going against them. 
A good many of us can make 
money, but it takes quite special 
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attributes to know how to keep it. 
Gambling is harmless enough if 
one knows when to quit. Whether 
it is stock exchange ‘“‘war babies’ 
or a game of poker, the only crime 
is in not knowing when to quit, not 
accepting our limitations, allowing 
ourselves forever to be deceived 
by that mischievous jade, Hope, 
with her merry trick for making us 
think ourselves the chosen of the 
gods. 

Tenacity, perseverance, dogged 
application are much over-rated 
virtues. The Kaiser has them ina 
marked degree. So many people 
mistake them for strength of char- 
acter when they are naught but 
cheap vanity, foolhardy stubborn- 
ness. But the majority of us just 
gO on because we happened to get 
started and haven’t a notion how to 
stop till we crash into the wall or re 
over the precipice. Like a little 
Red Cross lady | know who learned 
how to start her wash rag for the 
soldiers but not how to’finish it, 
so she just went right on knitting a 
wash cloth a block long in. the 
vague hope that in due time it 
would finish itself in some miracu- 
lous way. So all her work was 
wasted, because they use a million 
small cloths, not one long one, in 
the trenches. 

To my mind learning when to quit 
is more important than learning 


how to start. A man may be a most } 

careful motorist, but if he does not 

know how to turn his car around 

and go home, or how to bring it to 

a standstill at the essential mo- 

ment, all his other knowledge and 

good attributes are useless. The 

march is good, but the halt Is often 

a great deal better, and certainly 

every bit as important. 

Whether it is love or war, kisses 

or shrapnel, porridge or cham- 

pagne, prayer and fasting, or feast- 

ing and gaiety, don’t start it if you 

don’t know when and how to quit.

If I 
were a diplomat | would make use of the in- 
tricate delicacies of the French. If I were 
an orator or a statesman, wishing to sway 
the minds of the people I would use the con- 
cise, direct terms of the English tongue.” 
Voltaire said: “Sire, what would you do 
with your own German?” And Frederick, 
with a French shrug of his shoulders and a 
Teutonic grunt replied: “I would use it to 
drive oxen.” 

One never can be sure of anything that 
comes from Voltaire. He was a poser of 
the worst kind, altogether lacking in sin- 
cerity and thinking of nothing but the effect 
of what he said. If the Prussian monarch 
said what he is alleged to have uttered he 
was all right, excepting in respect to his 
own mother tongue.

OUSTON (Tex.)—Who would ever 
think of a peanut or soy bean in con- 
nection with our munitions plants? 

They, seem as far apart as Cape Horn and 

Alaska. Nevertheless the war has brought 

them together and just now they are 

thicker than thieves. Eljther the bean or 
the nut, in the shape of nitroglycerin, may 
sleep in the submarine torpedo which is to 
destroy a great battleship, or it may be part 
of an explosive that will send a half-ton 


projectile flying forth from the mouth of a ~ 


gun to land on the enemy's trenches twelve 
miles away. 

The oll from the peanut also forms an 
important part of our food supply, and it 
has already doubled in value on account of 
the war. It is eaten largely in France, 
where it competes with olive oi] and takes 
the place of butter and lard. Olives and 
sardines may be packed In it, and it forms 
the foundation of oleomargarine and arti- 
ficial butters of various kinds. We now find 
that the meal mixed with white four makes 
@ palatable and highly nutritious bread, 
and that it may be used for crackers and 
cakes. Peanut butter can take the place of 
cow's butter: and peanut meal, which is 
by-product of the oll, makes the best of 
stock food and adds thereby to our dairy 
and meat supplies. 


Southern Products. 


Both the peanut and soy bean are crops 
peculiar to the South. They are compara- 
tively new and both promise to have a place 
close to cotton and corn in the develop- 
ments of the near future. I shall speak of 
the peanut crop first. Within the past few 
years it has been growing faster than 


Jonah's gourd, which sprang up in a night. 


At the last census it was 11,000,000 bushels, 
and five years later it had jumped to about 
40,000,000 bushels. There has been an enor- 
mous increase since then. The crop last 
year was worth over $40,000,000, and with 
the high prices of today no one can tell 
what the crop of this year will sell for. 
Before the war we were importing about 
45,000,000 pounds of nuts and 1,300,000 
gallons of peanut oi] from Hamburg, Deift 
and Marseilles. The nuts brought almost 
$2,000,000 and the oil was valued at about 
$900,000. The oil was used mostly for the 
making of butterine and other lard substi- 
-tutes. The war shut off these imports, and 
in 1915 the manufacture of peqnut oi] was 
taken up on a large scale. The production 
in 1916 was 3,000,009 or 4,000,000 gallons. We 
mow have the additiona] demand for muni- 
tions, and it will probably be doubled this 
Year. The peanut is being grown com- 
mercially in all of the States of the South 
with the exception of Kentucky. The most 
important States are Virginia, North Caro- 
fina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Texas. 
Down here in Texas the area planted te 
peanuts is rapidly increasing. Twe years

I have the 
record of a man who grew 2600 bushels on 


125 acres and made a profit therefrom of 
over $5000. He sold his nuts at $1.25 a 
bushel. He had in addition fifty tons of 
hay, for which he got $15 a ton, and the 
hogs which he fattened on the vines and 
the roots browght him $1350. 

I am told that the crop is a cheap one 
to raise, and that the hay alone will pay 
the cost of prodaction, leaving the peanuts 
as clear profit. The Industrial Congress 
estimates the yield at from twenty to forty 
bushels per acre, and says that by good 
seed selection sixty bushels can be pro- 
duced with a small additional cost. The 
average yield in East Texas last year was 
forty-two bushels. This means a return in 
peanuts and hay of $43 per acre. 

These figures show a big profit. They 
show that the peanut era has come to stay, 
and that the crop will eventually be raised 
side by side with cotton in every one of the 
sixteen Southern States. 


Peanuts Use Waste Land. 


One of the most important things con- 
nected with peanuts is that they can be 
grown upon millions of acres that are now 
going to waste. They are especially fitted 
for the thin sandy cutover forest lands of 
the South. These lands are cheap and they 
can be cleared and planted at small expense, 
The extent of the crop is Iimited only by 
the supply of labor and seed. This is the 
statement of the Department of Agriculture. 
Its experts assert that the crop can easily 
be doubled without danger of overproduction 
or affecting any crop now raised. They say

whole. The shells are carried away and 
blown out much like the chaff from a 
threshing machine. The perfect nuts are 
carried along on two endless belts of can- 
vas, on each side of which stand long rows 
of colored women who pick out any dirt or 
shells that may have escaped in the clean- 
ing and hulling. At the ends of the belts 
the nuts fall into the bags in which they 
are kept until they go to the crushing and 
pressing machines. 

Now stop and look at the peanuts as they 
come in from the farms. They are not like 
the big peanuts sold at the county fairs 
and the circus, or hawked about on the 
streets. The best nuts for roasting are the 
Virginia red or the Jumbo, which some- 
times contain several] kernels in one pod. 
The nuts used here are little one or two 
podded nuts, which, when hulled, have ker- 
nels about the size and shape of a marrow- 
fat pea. Their shells are thinner than those 
of the Virginia nut. They are smaller, but 
they contain so much more oil that they 
weigh about the same, When hulled, they 
are of a light pinkish color, and in the bags 
they look like large peas or navy beans. 
They are now.about the same as the little 
round peanuts sold in the slot machines. 
Many of the whole nuts are sold for this 
purpose,.and for making peanut butter, 
candy and mea! of one kind or other.’ 


Hulig Used for Feed. 


Leaving the hulling factory, let us go on 
to the grinding and pressing machines and 
see how the oil is made.

enormous shipments of bacon, netting the 
shippers, in round numbers, $14,000,000. In 
the selling of fresh beef the United States 
placed as much abroad during the last 
month of 1915 as during the whole year of 
1914. 

As to decreases in exports, Cuba’s lard 
bill shriveled considerably. Her ordinary 
consumption of that adjunct of food, brought 
from this country, measures up to the ex- 
traordinary amount of 47,000,000 pounds, the 
whole of Germany's imports of lard from us 
being only half again as much. Less lard 
went from these shores to Europe also. The 
Falkland Islands sent us $1 worth of mer- 
chandise in 1914 and we sent them $1295, 
whereas in 1916 we sent them ten times as 
much. 

Norway's imports from us—a subject of 
interest now—increased in the past three 
years at a ratio of 19 to 16; Switzerland’s 
doubled. Exports leaving the United States 
for Sweden in 1916 ran over $48,000,000. 
These countries have been particularly 
anxious about the embargo situation on this 
pide of the Atlantic. On May 5 Herman 
Lagercrantz, former Swedish Minister to 
Washington, left Stockholm via London for 
this country. He is now here, having been 
sent by his King to appeal to us not to place 
an embargo on exports to that country, 
which fs bordered on the one side by Russia 
and on another by the enemy of Uncle Sam 
and the Allies. 

On the day the ex-Minister left for our 
shores, a dispatch came to Washington 
from Berne, the chief executive of the Swiss 
making a fervent ap,eal to President Wilson

China's trade with us was much increased 
in both buying and selling. Ordinarily, the 
great staples of American exports to this 
country, now newly governed, newly tor 
mented by internal dissensions and ridden 
by habits of the days of Confucius, are, pro- 
saically enough, kerosene and flour. Sales of 
these products have decreased 40 per cent. 
as a result of political disturbances and ab- 
normal freight rates. Nevertheless, we ex- 
ported a vast amount of metals, American 
hardware making much headway, also Amer- 
ican window and plate glass. Ready-made 
clothing from this side of the Pacific leads 
in China. 


Our exports of woo! have trebled in three 
years, and the Department of Commerce is 
somewhat alarmed over the increasing diffi- 
culties in the way of getting Australian wool, 
as we do not have enough without help from 
Arcentina, Anstralia, Canada, China and 
other countries. This, of course, refers to 
unmanufactured wool. Imports of manufac- 
tured wool, such as dress goods, rugs, etc. 
have steadily decreased, until now we are 
receiving only one-tenth as many fabrics for 
women and children’s dresses as we did in 
1914, these largely from France and Great 
Britain. 

Cotton exports in 1916 had advanced until 
the enormous sum of $590,000,000 was real- 
ized from them by American shippers. This 
refers to unmanufactured cotton. Wearing 
apparel made from cotton and sent abroad 
reached a high-water mark im the profits 
netted, Argentina, Chile, Colombia and 
ether countries in South America receiving 
manufactured cotton cloth to an extent of 
several] million dollars in value. 

Said an authority in the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce of the Depart- 
ment of Comimerce: “We have been preach 
ing the advantage of selling more and more 
manufactured goods, such as textiles, ma- 
chinery and rubber goods. We ought to use 
our raw cotton here at home and sel] only 
the manufactured product. We ought to im- 
port directly from the original source such 
raw material as rubber and then export the 
finished product. Instead of that we have 
purchased through middlemen in Burope. 

“The real trouble is that high prices 
abroad tempt us to sell more than We can 
conveniently spare. But as to foodstuffs, our 
allies are taking most of that, and it is now 
our duty not to consult our own convenience 
too closely in dealing with them. We can 
spare a part of practically all staple foods. 

instance, last year’s. wheat crop was 
comparatively a failure, yet it amounted to 
more than 600,000,000 bushels, or more than 
six bushels for every man, woman and child 
in the country, which, I should say from my 
own experience, would be more than enough, 
The same can be sald of almost every line. 

“An absolute embargo on foodstuffs to 
Holland, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Greece 
and Spain would be the most serious thing 
that could happen to them, but, as you know, 
I don’t believe absolute embargoes are con- 
templated. The plan, I believe, is to ration 
these countries so that they will not be able 
to export to Germany. All countries are 
now greatly dependent on us for oll, as the 
Russfan and Eastern Furopean supplies are 
shut off.” .

-not have been this much because a hen that 
lays only 100 eggs a year will lay a smaller 
percentage of them in the winter months or 
in the months of high prices, than will a 
hen that lays 181 eggs per year, It is very 
probable that there would be a loss instead 
of a gain. In other words, a hen that laid 
only 100 eggs last year, at last year’s prices 
of feed and eggs, would barely pay for the 
feed, let alone labor and other items.

Phosphates for Plant Food Considered. B y Thos. CG. Wallace. 


we consideréd the best and cheapest 

means of obtaining humus and nitrogen, 
and as the question we are discusing is “how 
are humus, nitrogen and phosphoric acid to 
be obtained in the most practical way and 
the cheapest useful forms,” we have now ar- 
rived at the point of considering the phos- 
phate supply. Applying phosphates to the 
soll so that their phosphoric acid will be 
available to plants and particularly orchard 
trees requires considerable thought; we have 
to take into consideration the classes of soils 
we are cultivating so as to judge the chances 
of reversion of the phosphates to less soluble 
form than they are in when we apply them, 
and also the action of the soil in question in 


| N A PREVIOUS article on this question, 


reducing the phosphoric acid of insoluble 


phosphates. The reduction is made princi- 
pally by the action of carbonic acid. Judg- 
ing from a chemical standpoint, an alkaline 
soi] will pet dissolve an insoluble phosphate, 
and it will. Wear away in such a soil so 
slowly that it is scarcely a good business 
proposition to depend upon it becoming 
available. If, however, an alkaline soil is 
very poor in lime, the addition of a good 
deal of humus forming material which 
evolves acids would tend to hasten the de- 
composition of the insoluble phosphate, as 
these acids. would steal some of the lime of 
the phosphate. ; 


Phosphate of Lime Explained. . 


It may be well to remark just bere that 
practically all the phosphates used for fer- 
tilizers are phosphates of lime, and insol- 
vbility means tri-basic phosphate, in which 
three parts of lime combine with one part of 
phosphgric acid, atomic weights. When one 
part of this lime is removed by some other 
acid in the soil, and only two parts of lime 
are left with the phosphoric acid, the phos- 
phate is then considered available to the 
plants. If another part of lime should be re- 
moved, leaving only one part of lime com- 
bined with the phosphoric acid, the phos- 
phate would be mono-basic water soluble 
phosphate; but it would not remain in this 
condition in the soil for any length of time, 
as being water soluble’ it would quickly com- 
bine with amy other base in the -soi!, such 
4s iron, alumina, etc., and again became in- 


-ecluble. It is scarcely reasonable, therefore, 


% depend upon insoluble phosphates in such 
soils as we have on the avérage in Southern 
California, and the amount of organic mat- 
ter necessary to produce acids to sufficiently 
decompose insoluble phosphates may cost 
more than a more readily available phos- 
phate, and we know it is not always safe to 
use such large quantities of organic matter 


with some crops. 


Lime Indispensable. 


The lime in a phosphate costs much more 
than lime from lime stone can be obtained 
at. and if a soll is needing any lime it re- 
quires at least one to five tons to the acre, 
and to apply it by way of phosphates would 
be very expensive. If we apply an acid phos- 
phate to a soil we must be sure in advance 
that the soi] has plenty of lime, as otherwise 
the acids may do harm; there, bad effect is 
usually a physical one, and heavy soils are 


very much hardened by acid phosphates. : 


The phosphoric acid in an acid phosphate 
(super-phosphate)- is made water sdhible 
by the use of about 60 péf cent sfi?pitric 
acid. Laying aside altogether any harn 
action which sulphuric déld may Have 
On the crop or the soll, we are confronted 
with a condition of phosphate which is so 
easily reverted in the soil that we .are 
cbiiged to supply it far in excess of our crop 
needs, as but a comparatively small amount 
of it will remain long enough in a condition 
in which plants can absorb it. On the other 
hand if we desire to affect our plants quickly 
and bring a decided action of phosphoric 
acid to bear upon them without delay, we 
must bave water soluble phosphate for such 
emergencies, and there is obtainable a so- 
called double super-phosphate in which the 
phosphoric acid is practically water soluble, 
and it contains such a high percentage of 
that ingredient that the cost per unit of 
phosphoric acid is comparatively light. 


Sources of Phosphoric Acid. 


a@ great excess of phosphoric acid, the pro 


portion being far beyond what the plants 
could be expected to use; this may be for 
the purpose of meeting the reversion of 
phosphates in the soil into insoluble forms 
of phospheric acid. The principal materials 
from which we obtain phosphoric acid are 
double super-phosphate, super-phosphate, 
bone, tankage and guano; the two first men- 
tioned supplying water soluble phosphoric 
acid and the other three supplying two-lime 
and three-lime phosphate, the former of 
which is accounted available and the latter 
insoluble. Considering the difficulties sur- 
rounding this question of feeding phosphates 
to trees and plants, we naturally cast about 
for a method of application or use of these 
phosphates with a view of economizing. As 
the pea plant, and in fact all leguminous 
plants, are great users and rather gross feed- 
ers of phosphate and make in the soil a vast 
quantity of roots to attack it, it offers us a 
medium for the conversion of phosphates in 
the soil into available plant food which will 
be preserved as long as it js possible to 
maintain it available, By feeding the peas 
(when we plant them,) a phosphate .that 
they can utilize we get our phosphoric acid 
combined in organic materials, which, when 
it is plowed into the soil, forms a plant food 
storage which is gradually given up during 
decomposition. In this way the least waste 
cf phosphate is made and consequéntly the 
greatest economy in the application of phos- 
phates effected. This is a better plan than 
sowing the phosphate with manure; it is 
true that to some extent the phosphate will 
be rendered available, dissolved and ab- 
sorbed in the manure humus, but this ig an 
artifielal process and not as thorough and 
sure as Nature's own method, by which she 
allows a voracious phosphate feeding plant 
to absorb phosphate into its system and 
afterwards render up its body as a base of 


plant food storage. 
> 


What Phosphate Shai! we Use. 


Presuming then that our conditions are 
such that we can grow a.cover crop for 
maguring purposes, and choose one -of 
the legumes, as peas, etc., for this cover 
crop, we may ask what form of phosphate 
will be most economical and advantageous? 


If the soil is heavy, rich in iron and com- . 


paratively poor in lime, we must use either 
a very high phosphate bone or a high phos- 
phate guane, unless indeed we desire to 
apply a good deal of nitrogen with our phos- 
phate, in which a tankage may be preferable, 
but as nitrates in the soil are not necessary 
for legumes except to a very small extent, 
tankage is scarcely a reasonable material 
for such work. If our soil is light and poor 
in lime We may use a double super-phosphate 
or even an acidulated bone, except that the 
latter is too expensive a form of phosphate. 
If, however, the soi) is rich in iron, we had 
better not use the double-superphosphate but 
on the contrary a high phosphate guano is 
preferable. It would be better, however, to 
lime thegsoil as well, as it will not do to de- 
pend upan the lime of the phosphate to meet 
the full requirements of the soil 


When Corn is King. 


In no age of our world history has the old 


expression “Corn ts King” more forcibly il- 
lustrated the most potent factor in human 
existence than today. In the United States 
we commonly associate with the word corn 
one class of grain, called by the rest of the 
world maize. Corn has been a term through 
the world, both in agriculture and commerce, 
for grains of practically all description, such 
as wheat, barley, rye, oats and even rice, and 
the corn laws of England were made to gov- 
ern transactions and the shipment of all 
grains both whole and ground It is the 
practically unanimous opinion of diplomats 
and the best informed writers that the pres- 
ent world war will be won, “not by the last 
bullet but by the last crust.” 

Thus we may truly say that corn is the 
“king” to whom we must freely yield the 
most autocratic powers.

Corn Likes Warmth. 


In some sections of America corn is*one 
of the most important grain and fodder 
crops. While it will grow in about all our 
climates it is only adapted practically to sec- 
tions having a well defined length of hot 
summer weather with warm nights. Not 
only will the grain develop poorly as the re- 
sult of cool nights, no matter how warm the 
daytime, but as well the plant will not grow 
so well and produce green corn for ensilage. 
In California if one is situated in a section 
where a couple of months can be relied upon 
corn is the most profitable grain to grow, and 
the month of July is the most opportune time 
to plant. We may now consider ourselves at 
the corn planting month for our climate. 


irrigating Corn. 


During the first stage of corn growing, or 
unti] it is laid by for tasseling, corn needs 
the maximum of moisture in the soil. By the 
maximum is meant the amount of water the 
soil can absorb and hold up by capillarity, or 
in the interstices, of the soil, without drain- 
age. In the tassel stage, which follows the 
“lay-by” stage, the water should be reduced 
to the maximum, which can be judged as the 
condition of moisture which leaves the soil 
so that it can be balled in the hand, but from 
which the hand cannot squeeze water. The 
third stage in which the ear and grain is 
formed requires the minimum water supply, 
or the condition which can be defined as 
moist and friable so that the lateral roots 
may not starve. With these precautions ob- 
served and good cultivation between the 
rows to prevent drying out of the surface 
soil the best crops of corn can be grown by 
irrigation. 


Does Not Get Water From the Air. 


There is an impression among farmers 
that corn grows best in a moist climate, and 
the belief exists that the moisture of the 
atmosphere is somehow absorbed by the 
leaves, The fact is that the corn plant gets 
all its water from the soll, and has no 
especial power of absorbing water through 
the stomata of the leaf or stem, but in a 
moist climate there is less transpiration or 
passing out of moisture through the leaves, 
due to less drying out’ The drier the atmos 
phere the more rapid the absorption by the 
alr of moisture from the leaf, and the rush 
of water from the roots to the leaves calls 
for a steady moisture supply in the soil. As 
already stated this makes a demand for the 
maximum water supply in the soil while 
the plant is making its initial growth. After 


‘this period just enough moisture is required — 


to keep in solution the saps of the leaf, 
which pass back to the tassel and ear, while 
too much water at the second and third 
periods causes active growth to the exclu- 
sion of seed production. 


7 FIELD NOTES. 

An unfavorable growing season invariably 
shows low average germination in the seed 
the following year. This should be a warn- 
ing to farmers to be careful that their seed 
comes from high yield fields, or have it 
carefully tested for germination.

If you want to preserve eggs safely they 
should be put in the preservative as soon as 
possible after laying. As the shells of eggs 
are porous to admit the passage of air in 
and out, and are naturally coated with @ 
mucilaginous matter to prevent the entrance 
of bacteria, they should not be washed or 
subjected to moisture, or indeed handled 
more than actually necessary. Eggs prop- 
erly preserved will keep good six to eight 
months. For preserving eggs lime water 
and water glass have provgp the most sat- 
isfactory and practical for periods of three 
to six months, and Fiemming’s Egg Preserv- 
ative is quite as good. Be sure the eggs 


are fresh, as old eggs are liable to have

Hardy Conifers. — 


For those who live in the colder parts 
of California and at altitudes where freezing 
occurs it is recommended to plant cedars. 
It will be found that all three species, and 
there are but three, are very hardy, as is 
cur big tree, Sequoia gigantea, and the 
Japan cedar,. Cryplomeria Japonica. The 
three true cedars are: Cedrus deodara, C. 
Libani, and C. Atlantica. All are good vig- 
orous growers and the most handsome of 
all conifers. 


What's in a Name? 


The comparative worthlessness of popu- 
lar names is daily demonstrated Now 
write sone of our readers to protest against 
the use of algaroba for the fruit of the 
carob or St. John’s bread which botanists 
call Ceratonia siliqua. And all for the rea 
son that the Hawaiian experiment station 
bas issued a bulletin on algaroba, a name 
sometimes, though erroneously given to 
prosopis and its fruit. But the name is 
Spanish, came from the Arabian and was 
in use for the carob fruit centuries before 
America was discovered and prosopis is 
native to America. ‘Bailey, Van Muller, lead- 
ing dictionaries, cyclopedias, all recog- 
nize algaroba as carob fruit, so we will let 
the socalled “mistake” stand. 


The Surinam Cherry. 


This fruit grows on a eugenia (E. 
Micheli,) a member of the myrtle family, 
and one well represented in the gardens of 
California. But this so-called cherry has 
never been much grown in this State and 
does not seem to thrive under local condi- 
tions, though in Florida it-has become a 
decided favorite and the fruit is each year 
appearing in larger numbers upon the mar- 
kets there. The plants are quite resistant 
to drought and thrive in soils ranging from 
sand to clay. In its native Brazil it is used 
for hedges and yet bears a heavy crop of 
edible fruits eaten fresh or as jellies, pre- 
serves, in sherbets, etc. 


Trees Contribute to War. 


In the manufacture of gun powder large 
quantities of charcoal are used but this 
grade is made from hardwoods only. Wood 
alcohol is used in the manufacture of smoke- 
less powder, gun cotton, and also in hospital 
supplies. Acetic acid, or wood vinegar, is 
used in making cordite and liddite, two high 
power explosives, and more indirectly trees 
contribute heavily to warfare. 

Colorado Biue Spruce. 


These trees are not sufficiently resistant 
to drought to endure local summer weather 
without water and as they are natives to the 
mountains where cool rarified air is ever 
present, planting in lawns is suggested. 
Under euch conditions the foliage is not 
harmed by the dry heat of summer and a 
vigorous, norma] growth is made each year. 
The young tree we ilustrate stands in the 
grounds of Arthur Letts at Hollywood, Los 
Angeles, and has each year kept .pace in 
growth and general appearance with conifers 
aative to the local mountain districts.

Gladiolus Bulletins. 


The New York State College of Agricul- 
ture at Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., has 
issued three bulletins on gladiolus that cover 
the entire field. The first is on Botany, His- 
tory and Evolution of the Gladiolus; the 
second is Culture and Hybridization of the 
Gladiolus; and the third is given over en- 
tirely to Varieties of the Garden Gladiolus, 
giving names of all commercial! sorts, with 
names of originators. In all there are 910 
pages of matters, with many illustrations, 
and a few colored plates. The names of at 
least two California hybridizers are men- 
tioned and some of their work illustrated. 


Thumbergias in the Garden. 


Thumbergias are among the handsomest 
of climbing plants when in the height of 
bloom and they may be successfully grown 
in the garden. This much has been con- 
sistently claimed for many years by our 
veteran gardener-friend, P. D. Barnhart, but 
the dear public would not sufficiently follow 
his advice, so with his usual consistency, and 
dogged determination to demonstrate to 
doubting delvers in the soil, he maintains a 
vine of thumbergia year after year on his 
garden fence. And it is a good one, too; 
worthy of a place in the finest garden in all 
this glorious southland. 


Hardy Orchid Vine. 


There is sparingly grown in the southern 
end of California a vine that under favorable 
conditions produces an abundant crop of 
spotted yellow flowers that so closely re- 
semble orchid flowers that it has been called 
orchid vine, though not so related. Its true 
name is Stigmaphylion ciliatum and it is a 
success here if planted in deep, loose, rich 
sofl, in a position protected from sun, wind, 
and frost. It is not a vine for all to grow 
and the best local plants known to the 
writer are grown in selected positions in 
lath houses. Under such conditions it is a 
decided success and flowers admirably. 


Eat Chayotes. 


Those who have never grown them should 
eat chayotes, the fruit of a squashlike vine 
from Mexico and Central Ataerica, Sechium 
edule. It was first introduced here by the 
late T. L. Duque and has slowly grown in 
popularity ever since. It has never been 
regarded asa plant of specific economic 
value but used almost entirely as an orna- 
mental vine for summer arbors, etc. But 
it is essentially a summer squash—a very 
good one—and while it may still be used to 
cover fence and arbor, please try the fruit 
cooked and you will be convinced that it 
has a double garden value. 


Sabal Palms. 


After noting how luxuriantly sabal or pal- 
metto palms grow in Florida our visitors 
marvel that we do not have more and better 
ones In California. A careful canvass of 
those grown in local gardens conclusively 
proves that water and food are chief deter 
mining factors in rate of growth, as ts the 
case with all palms. Palmettos are gross 
feeders and wil] assimilate great quantities 
of water and stable manure. In this connec- 


tion let us add that all palms hunger ex-. 
ceedingly when in vigorous health Our na- - 
tive fan palms, the Washingtonias, suffer ex- 


ceedingly from hunger every summer. 


New Citrus Fruits. 


Orchardists are fairly well satisfied with 
the citrous fruits of today and are slow to 
try new sorts even on a small scale. But 
the garden owner may find some profit and 
much interest in planting at least one tree 
@ each new fruit appearing on the market.

In the be- 
ginning the wax covering is removed every 
twelve hours and a new one is painted on. 
The removal of the wax causes no pain. As 
the days go on the wax is removed only once 
in twenty-four hours. 

“To my surprised inquiry if that were 
really all that produced such marvelous, 
such miraculous, results, the surgeon  re- 
plied: ‘Mademoiselle, we do nothing. Na- 
twre left alone does it all. It is as if we 
covered the man as one covers a plant in a 
conservatory, away from al] harmful in- 
fluences, and there the skin grows again un- 
touched as a plant grows under the infiu- 
ence of the sun. That is all.’ 

“But it has been the Work of a lifetime, 
research which has taken all his private in- 
come, and which has quite evidently left its 
mark on a deeply seamed and prematurely 
old face. It seems so tragic that one who 
has found out how to ease two of the most 
terrible tortures—frozen limbs and burns— 
should have received so little recognition, 
so little help. One ought to cry his name 
from the housetops! He deserves the recog- 
nition and the thanks due a great bene- 
factor of the human race. But he does not 
ask it. He is the most modest of 
This man’s name is Dr. Barthe de Sand- 
fort, and he has not been without the recog- 
nition that always comes to those really de 
eerving it.

Esta madera crece en la regién del Chaco 
paraguayo, en el Brasil y en el norte de la 
Reptblica Argentina. E] iamado “quebracho 
colorado” es el que contiene e] tanino usado 
en la fabricaci6én del extracto que sirve para 
curtir cueros. La madera es una de las 
m4&s duras que se conocen y se usa para 
traviesas de ferrocarriles en muchas partes 
de la América del Sur. En e] Paraguay esta 
madera constituye una importante fuente de 
riqueza y los terrenos que contienen el 4rbol 
se venden a alto precio. Ei) Paraguay fabrica 
anualmente muchos millares de toneladas de 
extracto, los Estados Unidos Jo importan por 
valor de varios millones de délares al afo 
para curtir especialmente. La industria del 
quebracho és en la actualidad muy f®por- 
tante; e] incremento que ha alcanzado es 
tam grande, que los ferrocarriles han pene- 
trado en las selvas virgenes con el} fin de 
facilitar la creciente demanda que tiene e! 
articulo y que los vapores qué navegan el 
océano remontan los rios que desembocan 
en el Parana para recibir a su bordo la 
madera y el extracto a medida que sé saca 
de los bosques o se produce. Ademds-de su 
gran mérito por cuanto suministra tan ad- 
mirable material para curtir, el 4rbol es

Some varieties of asbestos are as com- 
pact in texture as marble, taking the highest 
polish, while others show extremely loose, 
silky fibers. “Mountain wood” is a variety 
presenting an irregular, flam structure 
Ike wood, and other forms of are 
rock cork, mountain leather, fossil paper 
and fossil flax.

Its color varies 
greatly, passing through many shades of 
white, gray, green, brown, red and even 
black. 

In some cities firemen are provided with 
csbestog clothing, which practically defies 
the flames, the men being efiabled to pass 
through a blaze unscathed if no longer time 
is required that that in which they can hold 
their breath. Asbestos roofing will eliminate 


all danger of fire from falling sparks. Mil- 


ons of feet of steam pipes, boilers, etc., are 
covered with this material, so that all heat
